On the evening of May 12 at 8:15, 
Wililam A, Lydgate, Editor of the 
Gallup Poll, will speak at Phillips 
Academy in George Washington 
Hall. His subject will be ‘Main Fac- 
tors in the 1944 Election.” There 
will be no admission charge, and 
the public is cordially invited to 
attend. 

As the editor of America’s best 
known yardstick for measuring pub- 
lic opinion, Mr. Lydgate has charge 
of formulating the questions on 
which the Poll’s 1100 interviews 
throughout the country collect the 
views of persons in all walks of 
life. He also edits this vast com- 
mentary and interprets its signifi- 
cance for 125 newspapers. 

In the five years since the found- 
ing of the American Institute of 
Public Opinion, or the Gallup Poll, 
as it is popularly known, Mr. Lyd- 
gate has had the editorial direction 
of the soundings taken on every 
question of consequence, economic, 
social, and political, confronting 
the American People. The reports 
are quoted widely in the press and 
in Congressional debates. 

William Lydgate was born in 
Hawaii where he attended private

Sforza. He was responsible for the 
publication of Rauschning’s ‘“Con- 
versations with Hitler’ and Prince 
Starhemberg’s ‘Between Hitler and 
Mussolini,” and in 1939 in France 
assisted Fritz Thyssen in the prepa- 
ration of the manuscript of “I Paid 
Hitler.” 

He suggests that the subject of 
his talk be “Is' Peace Between Sov- 
ereign Nations Possible?” This may 
well be related to a discussion of 
the Atlantic Charter, the virtues of 
which Mr. Reves has vigorously 
questioned in an article he wrote 
in the New York Times Magazine 
issue of April 28. The subject is a 
provocative one, and Mr. Reves, 
himself forthright in his opinions, 
hopes for expressions from those 
who may disagree with him.

VICTORY GARDEN HINTS 


The importance of a correct use 
of Fertilizers in the Home Vege- 
table Garden was stressed by Mr. 
Harold Bent in his lecture on May 
1 at Memorial Hall Library. 


Animal manures are best to use 
as they add bacteria to soil and 
help to hold moisture—they are not 
a food. All need the addition of 
commercial fertilizer to make a 
well balanced fertilizer. Notice the 
three numbers that by law are on 
every bag of commercial garden 
fertilizer. These apply to the per- 
centage of plant nutrient in each 
fertilizer. This year’s Victory Gar- 
den fertilizer is 5-10-5. 5% nitrogen, 
10% phosphorus, and 5% potassium. 


Nitrogen is responsible for the 
vegetable growth, size of foliage, 
color in flowers, and makes luxuri- 
ant leaves and stems. Phosphorus 
is helpful in root development and 
improves germination of seed. Po- 
tassium is valuable in helping to 
make plants disease resistant and 
is necessary for fruit and legumes 
—peas, beans, and clover, etc. The 
addition of 4 pounds Victory Gar- 
den Fertilizer to 100 square feet 
used with cow manure makes a 
perfect fertilizer. 

Hen manure is an unbalanced 
fertilizer, being very high in nitro- 

gen. It lacks potash and potassium. 
It is good for lawns and leaf crops 
such as lettuce, spinach, and chard, 
etc. The addition of commercial 
fertilizer 4-10-40 may be used with 
hen manure. The commercial ferti- 
lizer with this particular chemical 
nutrient is best for potatoes. 

Everyone should have a Compost 
Pile. Don’t make it too high or too 
wide. Four feet high by five feet 
wide is good size. Compactness and 
moisture are essential to rapid de- 
composition of material used. Grass 
clippings are pure nitrogen. Leaves, 
weeds. discarded vegetables, garb- 
age, manure, soil may be used. No 
bones unless you want dogs dig- 
ging in it, and nothing greasy. This 
needs to be solidly packed by 
tramping on it. In dry weather, 
turn hose gently on it. A sprinkling 
of ground limestone and wood 
ashes may be added. It is extra 
special fertilizer. Do not burn your 
leaves—they are valuable to you. 

Miss Katherine Lawler reports 
that Pressure Cookers may be 
bought this year without a certifi- 
cate. Rubbers for jars will be better 
this year than last. 

Twenty pounds of sugar per per- 
son for canning purposes is al- 
lowed, Sugar Stamp No. 37 in Book 
4 should be attached to application 
presented to your local Ration 
Board. Sugar that has hardened 
may be softened up by placing in 
refrigerator.

It’s only May, and the annual 
town election isn’t until mnext 
March. Ordinarily the names of 
those whose terms expire in 1945 
wouldn’t be mulled over in the pub- 
lic mind until mid-February of 1945, 
but the voter’s' job really requires 
more thinking than that. 

What too often happens in town 
elections is that nomination day 
comes and goes without any strong 
candidates having entered fields 
where strong candidates are need- 
ed. And also what too often hap- 
pens is that there are men and wo- 
men in Andover who can fill the 
jobs well, would like to run and 
only need a little urging and a 
promise of some energetic support. 
That’s where your duty comes in. 
It’s your job as a voter to get good 
candidates to run. You’re not ful- 
filling your civic responsibility by 


just sitting back until election day, 
and then going to the polls to 
choose the lesser of two evils. 
You’re not justified later, if you do 
this, in grumbling about so-and-so 
and what a poor town official he 
makes. You made him. 

So look over that list of officers 
whose terms expire next March. 
Are there any of them you don’t 
think so much of? Are there any 
who definitely should not be hold- 
ing town office? Are there any who 
while perhaps doing a fair-to-mid- 
dling job as a town official could be 
improved upon? Our own opinion is. 
that there are some very strong 
candidates in the list, good sub- 
stantial office-holders — and also 
that improvements could be made 
here and there (and lest you draw 
hasty conclusions from previous 
editorials, we don’t mean the town 
clerk.) Theres’ the list; keep it in 
mind. Do something about it now, 
and in the intervening months be- 
tween now and town election. If 
you don’t think a present office- 
holder makes a good officer-holder, 
think of somebody else, ask him to 
run, get behind him, tell your 
friends about him—make the 1945 
ballot the kind of a ballot that a 
town like Andover should have.

varied and include such things as 
messages and inquiries between 
Andover residents and their friends 
in enemy or enemy-occupied coun- 
tries. 

These messages are routed 
through Washington and the Inter- 
national Red Cross in Switzerland 
to the proper countries. In most 
cases, this is the only means of 
communication now open. 

Some were emergency furloughs 
and necessary extension of fur- 
loughs, needed in case of critical 
ilness or death in the families. 
Others received family counseling 
and financial asistance for emer- 
gency home needs or medical care. 
Another type of assistance was the 
compiling of health reports, needed 
by the military doctors in diag- 
nosis and treatment. 

Other forms of service rendered 
included the initiation of inquiries 
tbout servicemen whose families 
had not heard from them for sev- 
feral months; referrals to other 
gencies under whose jurisdiction 
, case would properly belong; and 

nswers to questions about various 

atters, including family allow- 
ance, discharges, veterans benefits, 
sommunications with prisoners of 
war and other service caused prob- 
ems. 
t The committee is sure that the 
work is invaluable to the service- 
men and their families. The num- 
ber of service cases and the amount 
of money needed to carry on the 
work have increased rapidly. It is 
important that we continue to give 
the services which are made pos- 
sible by the unique organization of 
the Red Cross and by the contact 
with the camps which is open only 
to the Red Cross.
